Lincoln came to prominence by his great 
debate with Douglas, when they were 
opposed to one another, but when the 
honor of the flag was at stake Douglas 
turned and upheld the hands of his great 
rival. So have we a right to appeal to 
the democrats today to put patriotism 
above partisanship.

Declares He Encountered 
the Prisoner in Powers’s Office 
Near the Window and That

Georgetown, Ky., October 8—A jury 
was completed today to try Henry E. 
Youtsey on the charge of being a princi- 
pal in the shooting of Governor Goebel. 
The talesmen were sworn and Ceommon- 
wealth’s Attorney Bradley proceeded with 
the opening statemenf. The defense 
moved to discharge the jury on the 
ground that the jurymen are all demo- 
crats. Judge Cantrill overruled the mo- 
tion, declaring that the defendant is in- 
dicted for murder, and not for any polit- 
ical offense. Another motion was thei 
made by the defense asking that the come 
monwealth elect whether it will th 
Youtsey for. actually firing the shot or for 
aiding and abetting the man who did fire 
the shot. To this the attorneys for the 
state replied they simply wished to try 
Youtsey under the indictment and let the 
jury say whether he fired teh shot. A 
demurrer was then filed by the defense 
on the ground that the indictment named 
no one as firing the shot, and that it did 
not sufficiently describe the offense 
charged against Youtsey. | 

At the afternoon session Judge Cantrill 
overruled the demurrer. TaRing of tes- 
timony was then begun. The most impor- 
tant evidence was given by McKenzie 
Todd, who was priate secretary to W. 8. 
Taylor in January. 

Attorney James A. Scott, of Frankfort, 
was called as the first witness, Seott 
said Youtsey talked to him, in Mis 
(Scott's) house about his connection with 
the shooting, but said nothing about em- 
ploying him as his attorney; that nine or 
ten days after Youtsey did come to his 
office and asked,him to “stand by him;”

PLOT TO SWINDLE 


Girl Carrying $12,000 of Life Insur- 
ance Dies. 


THREE MEN ARE ARRESTED 


Tetectives Assert That the Parties 
Are Guilty. 


POLICIES WERE INTENDED TO SWINDLE 


Believed That the Girl Was To Feign 
Death, but She Died While Carry- 
ing Out Her Part of Swindle. 


Chicago, October 8.—With insurance on 
her life amounting to $12,000, Mary Defen- 
bach, aged twenty-three, died August 25th 
in a boarding house on LaSalle avenue 
under conditions which the police believe 
ir.dicate a plot to swindle an insurance 
company and two insurance societies, if 
they do not point to murder. Upon bench 
virrants issued by Judge Gibbons, three 
persons said to be implicated in the case— 
Dr. August M. Unger, Frank H. Smiley 
end F. Wayland Brcown—have been ar- 
The latter is assistant manager 
of a detective agercy. He was arrested 
today on his return from Virginia. The 
three men under arrest were arraigned 
Lefcre Judge Gibbons, and in default of 
$15,000 bail each were committed to jail. 

When Miss Defenbach died there were 
three policies on her life, aggregating 
$12,000, all of recent date, as follows: 

New York Life Insurance Company, 

Cenadian Order of Foresters, $5,000. 

Knights and Ladies of Honor, $2,000. ” 

The alleged conspiracy has been inves- 
tigate with searching care by a private 
detective agency, by the attorneys and 
detectives of the insurance companies, 
and latterly by the state’s attorney him- 
self. 

Sunday, at a meeting between State’s

William McEwen, on One side, and the 
attorneys representing the insurance 
comranies and detective agency, the case 
discussed, and it was decided to cause 
the immediate arrest of the suspects.

She had ex 
pected that hec death was to be feigned 
and that another body was to play the 
passive role of her corpse; instead of that 
real death came to her.

This was refused by 
the company, as was also an application 
for an $8,00) policy on the ground that

The Emperor and Dowager Empress 
of China Seek Shensi, Where 
They Will Make Their 
Home for ¢he 
Future. 


Washington, October 8.—The effort to 
irduce the Chinese imperial court to re- 
turn to Pekin has failed, after a week's 
persistent effort cn the part of the pow- 
ers. News to that effect was brought to 
the state departn ent today by the Chi- 


nese ministers, vho received it via St. 
Petersburg from Vicercys Liu Kun Yih 
and Chang Chih Tung, under date of 
October 4th. Minister Wu received the 
n.esSage last Light. It was as follows: 


“The departure of their imperial maj- 
esties for Sne2nsi (province) was due to 
uistressing conditivns at ai Yuen Fu. 
There is a searcity of food supplies in 
the province of Shansi on account of 
lcng-continued drought; and the provin- 
Clai Capital (Tai Yuen) is almost desert- 
ed, the trudes people having lett on ac- 
ccunt of the disturbances caused and 
continued for months by the boxer rebels, 
who had invaded that province with the 
encouragement of Governor Yu. Their 
majesties, therefore, were obliged to pro- 
ceed to Shensi, where telegraphic com- 
munication from Shanghai and other 
parts of the empire is opened, and rapid 
con munication with their majesuies may, 
therefore, be carried on; thus court and 
official business may be transacted muvre 
expeditiously by their presence in Shenst 
tuther than in Shansi. The reasons for 
the terrporary postponement of their maj 
esties’ return to Pekin are the presence 
of the allied forces there, on account of 
which solicitous fear is doubtless enter- 
tained, besides a dread of the outbreak 
ot epidemic diseases, which. usually fol- 
low after great uisturbances, destruc- 
tion of property and military operations. 
It is hoped the powers will be consider- 
ate in their judgment in this matter.”’

although she was examined and declared 
to be in perfect health. In July Miss 
Defenbach succeeded in obtaining from 
the New York company a policy for 
$5,000, and this formed part of the estate 
she left. 

About the middle of August Miss Defen- 
bach also secured insurance in the Ca- 
nadian Order of Foresters to the amount 
of $5,000. About the same time she took 
out a policy in the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor for $2,000. Two weeks later she was 
dead, leaving a will which directed that 
a part of the policies shuuld be paid to 
Frank H. Smiley, her “affianced hus- 
bend,” and that her body be cremated. 
Her death, at a boarding house on La- 
Salle avenue, was attended by the most 
hcrrible agony. Drs. Leonard and 
Schroeder, the 'tatter representing the 
Knights and Ladies of Honor, were call- 
ed. They refused to issue a certificate of 
dcath, but the coroner’s jury later, and 
after the body had been em>dalmed, found 
a verdict of death from dysentery. The 
next day the body was cremated and the 
ashes were scattered to the winds. 

Without much delay proceedings were 
begun to recover the value of the insur- 
ance policies Miss Defenbach had leit. 
Owing to the unusual circumstances sur- 
rounding her demise, the hurried embalm- 
ing of the body followed the next day by 
cremation, payments of the policies were 
refused and immediite st€ps were taken 
to trace the wom’in’s career during tLe 
last few months of her lif>. 

An unusual incident was connected with 
the making of Miss Defenbach’s will. On 
August 2ist Miss Def2nbach called at the 
office of a lawyer, in the Unity building, 
named Johnson, and :old him she wanted 
to make her will. Some days earlier Dr. 
Unger had, it is statel, told this lawyer 
a woman would call on him for this pur- 
pose, amd she announced she had come 
in accordance with the 2ppointment. She 
told Mr. Johnson she waated to leave her 
property to Frank H. Smiley, her 
atfianced husband, and then she went 
away. Two days afterwards she return- 
ed and Mr. Johnson had the will ready. 
It provided, as she instructed, that after 
her debts wer: paid, her nroperty was to 
go to Smiley; but she then wanted an- 
other provision inserted. It was that, «f- 
ter her death, her body be cremated. 

This somewhat surprised Mr. Johnson, 
as he could not understand Row a young 
end handsome woman would wish her 


body burned after death; but he compliet” 


with the request. He was so struck with 
the circumstance, however, as the crema- 
ticn clcuse had nat been in the original 
instructions, that he called in witnesves 
from adjoining offices as a matter of pro- 
tection. Miss Defenbach then signed and 
executed the document. Twe days later 
she was dead.

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SMILEY MAKES CONFESSION. 


Prisoner Tells of Attempt To Defraud 
Insurance Companies. 
Chicago, October 8.—Frank N. Smiley, 
the detective of the Mooney and Boland 
agency, who was one of the men arrested 
today in connection with the insurance 
frauds which ended with the death of 
Marie Defenbach August 25th, has made 
a full written confession of his part in 
the crime. The confession, if true, impli- 
cates with him Dr. A. M. Unger and 
Frank Wayland Brown, assistant man- 
ager of the Mooney and Boland agency, 

the other two men under arrest. 

When the case goes on trial Smiley, it 
is announced, will turn state’s evidence. 
States Attorney Dineen expects thar all 
three men will be convicted of conspiracy 
to defraud the New York Life Insurance 
Company, Canadian Order of Foresters 
and the Knights and Ladies of Honor, 
but it is very doubtful whether any 
charge of murder can even be formally 
made on the evidence available. 

At least one other man connected with 
the Mooney.and Boland agency is now 
under surveillance for suspicious actions 
at the time of Miss Defenbach’s death, 
and it is not improbable that several 
other conspirators can yet be connected 
with the crime.

The 
defense declined to cross-examine John- 
son, who was afterwards recalled by the 
prosecution and said that after the 
shooting he called up all the clerks in 
the auditor’s office and asked them their 
exact whereabouts at the time of the 
shooting; that when he asked Youtsey 
where he was, Youtsey sald: 

“I was in a safe place.” 

Witness sald a week or ten days later 
he asked Youtsey again where he was 
when the shot was fired and he told him 
that he was In the basement of the ex- 
ecutive building; that he was troubled 
with hemorrhoids and had to remain in 
the toilet room every day for considerable 
time. 

R. H. Berryman and John Meloan. who 
were at the statehouse gate when the 
shots were fired, both said it sounded as 
if the shots came from Powers’s office. Ed 
Steffie, the telegraph messenger, said he 
saw a gun barrel)sticking out of Powers’s 
office window-a’second or two after the 
shot was fired: the gun was withdrawn 
a second later and he saw no smoke.

He stated, and his statement was cor- 
roborated by witnesses, that while he was 
in the store of Leake & Ewing, 159 Deca- 
tur street, on the 5th day of October, the 
officers entered the place and put him un- 
der arrest. 

The officers stated that they were in- 
formed whisky was ebnig drunk in the 
Store, and men were seen drunk in the 
Wagon vard in the rear. 

In executive session the board decided 
that the officers had only done their duty, 
and that there was no case against them. 
The charges were dismissed. 

A Maniac Injured Him.

Now the doctor 
wants $10 for fees, and the stableman 
wants $20 for board bill.

AN INTERESTING DISPLAY 
OF UNCLE REMUS’S WORK 


Close on the heels of his retirement 
from journalism, comes the publication 
of Joel Chandler Harris's new book, “On 
the Wing of Occasions,” a collection of 
short stories that wander wide from the 
beaten path of his previous work. The 
event is one of unusual interest in liter- 
ary circles, and the book is just now be- 
ing widely discussed by the critics. For 


, an author to change the whole trend of 


his work and essay an entirely different 
form. of literary expression. after pre- 
vious emphatic successes along certain 
lines, is not at all usual. This Mr. Harris 
has done in the present instance: and his 
success/ in the transition from character 
Studies devoid of plot, to short stories of 
a semi-historical nature in which plot is 
of prime importance, has been altogether 
remarkable. In fact, one of the stories in 
the collection, “Why the Confederacy 
Failed,’ has been lauded by the editor 
wha first published it as the best short 
Story which his magazine 
printed. 

In view of the general a in the 
book, an exhibition of the originaFr man- 
uscript and illustrations together with 
several large photographs of Mr. Harris, 
now to be seen at the American Baptist 
Publication Society, is attracting marked 
attention. The publishers of the book 


intend exhibiting these pictures and the 
manuscript in various of the larger 


northern cities, and Atlanta is the only 
place in the south where the exhibit will 
be seen. 

The illustrations, four in number, are by 
George Gibbs and J. C. Leyendecker. and 
are executed in the several mediums of 
pen and ink, wash, and Oils.

Neatness is 
the pringipal characteristic. Mr. Harris's 
definite srasp on his ideas and certainty 
in the choice .f words is very evident 
from the fact that frequently a series of 
several pages will not contain the slight- 
est erasure or change. Joel Chandler 
Harris is a very rapid writer. Once he 
has an idea definitely mapped out, the 
story literally writes itself—he “romps” 
through his work with a feverish energy. 

Like nearly all writers, Mr. Harris 
has certain little peculiarities of method 
that he himself cannot understand. For 
a number of years all of his work, both 
editorial and literary, has been done in 
the quiet of his delightful home at West 
End. In writing editorials, it was his 
wont to: use one particular room and to 
work with a certain fountain pen. When 
engaged .n purely literary work he oc- 
cupies a different room and uses another 
fountain pen which differs but little from 
the one employed in editorial work. Even 
in the charticteristics of the mere me- 
chanical, however, a change takes place 
the moment one pen is exchanged for the 
other. While the two kinds of writing can 
be easily recognized as that of one per- 
son, still there is a difference that ig eo 
marked as‘to attract attention. Mr. Har- 
ris explains this by saying that his writ- 
ing is done by two persons—one a newspa- 
per man and the other an author. Al. 
though the removal from one room to an- 
other and an exchange of pens would 
affect most people but sightly, if at all, 
it means a metamorphoses in the case of 
Uncle Remus.

The newspapers have opened fire on the 
' Consolidated because of some 


of its al- 
leged shortcomings, but more especialiy 
on account of the fact that the rates to 
the city from Mount Pleasant and Sulli- 
van's island end the Isle of Palms have 
been raised. In Mount Pleasant, where 
the feeling is very bitter, the people have 
begun a boycott, and another company has 
beer’ crganized to build an opposition line. 
The rates have been increased more than 
100 per cent for regular patrons of the 
line. and the company has showed a won- 
derfu] disposition to increase: the rates in 
everything. 

The Consolidated company has a monop- 
cly in Charleston, and its efforts to grihd 
Gown the public, as it appears on the 
face, is working harm. There have been 
rumors that ihe Mount Pleasant people 
will take the matter of rates fo the court, 
The service, it is claimed, is not proper, 
ana the company doves not show any dis- 
position to give relief. 

Genera! Manager Hill, of 
cated company, sent in his 
some weeks ago because he couid not 
work in harmony with the d.rectors 
President Cvrey, of Baltimore, has been 
trying to resign, but he announced recent- 
ly that he would have to stay in for & 
time longer, ss the general manager had 

uit. 

The company has antagonized the news- 
papers by revoking all free passes. in 
view of the fact that the two papers here, 
and more especially The News and Cour- 
jer, have vractically made thousands of 
dollars for the company by free aaver- 
tising, this cucting off of the courtesy has 
been resented. After taking eway the 
passes, the coffipany sent one or two to 
the papers, many less than had been 
given heretofore. and these passes were 
promptly returned with a curt note of 
thanks.

THE POLITICAL POINT OF 
VIEW IN THE STATE 


The seven weeks reign of the lawmaker 
is approaching and ere the passage of 
many more days, fifteen, in fact, the halls 
of the house and senate will ring with 
that forensic eloquence, inspired by noth- 
ing so effectively as a local measure. 

Many veteran legislators will return to 
the lower house to occupy the seats from 
which in“time past they have striven to 
head off legis!ation, for to such as these 
the science of lawmaking has long since 
been reecgnized as the ability to reduce 
legislation to a minimum. Many such, 
wearied of the hopeless task, will not re- 
turn. and wiil return no more, and their 
places have perchance been taken by 
younger men who recognize with proph- 
etic instinct In the multitudinous meas- 
ures they will espouse the hope of the 
commonwealth. 

Many of the best intellects of the last 
gtneral assembly will be missing when the 
new assembly Is called together, but out 
of the new timber will come evidence of 
the quality from which sound lawmakers 
are constructed. Three of the leading 
members of the last house whose counsel 
wil] be missed are Hiram P. Bell. of For- 
syth: Thomas J. Chappel!, of Muscogee, 
and Robert W. Freeman, of Coweta. Hon. 
H. P. Bell leaves the house for the seat 
of the thirty-ninth district in the senate. 
His election to the upper house was ac- 
comptished over populist ogposition and 
the veteran whose experience in legisla- 
tion had its beginning among the giants 
of the confederate congress, will only 
transfer the scene of his efforts to the 
hal] across the way. Among the other 
members of the last house whose ability 
was equally recognized and who will be 
found this season in the senate aré Ro- 
land Ellis, of the,twenty-second: John T. 
Allen. of the twentieth: Thomas M. Swift, 
of the thirtieth: A. C. Stone, of the 
twenty-seventh: J. A. Bush, of the 
elehth: -W. J. Walker, of the twenty- 
third: J. C. Jarnagan, of the nineteenth: 
John J. Upchurch, of the fourth: J. N. 
Holder, of the thirty-third: G. W. M. 
Tatum, of the forty-fourth; W. E. 
Spinks, of the thirty-elgth, and John T. 
Newton, of the twenty-elghth. A ma- 
jority of the new senators, in fact nearly 
all of them, are men who havea had for- 
mer experience in legislation, comprising 
in all a senate peculiarly capacitated in 
every way for the work ahead. 

A majority of the members of the new 
house will come up to Atlanta in that ca- 
pacity for the first time, but among them 
are many who are fitted in their expert- 
ence at the bar and In bvsiness for leader- 
ship in the general assembly. % 

One of the most significant, and to 
many congraculatory results of the recent 
election, is that it has gent to the house 
three recognized labor mén, representa- 
tives of the organized labor of the state, 
whose object in making laws will be to 
better the conditon of the wo§king man 
and give greater recognition to his ser- 
vices. They come from Richmond, Ful- 
ton and Bibb, the three largest man- 
ufacturing counties of the state, and the 
three in which the Jongest strides forward 
have been made by organized labor. 

The presence of these three men in the 
house means, for one thing, that a second 
attempt will be made to pass a child labor 
bill. A bill such as the one of the last 
session is assured. The indications cer- 
tainly point to its passage without much 
opposition, but if serious opposition comes 
a determined fight can be expected from 
the advocates of the measure. 

Very lttle has been said regarding the 
recurrence of a Willingham bill during 
the coming session. Some of the men 
who favored the prohibition measure de- 
feated at the last session willl again be in 
their seats, but much doubt is expressed 
that such a bill will be introduced. As a 
matter of fact. the understanding pre- 
veils that in the senate a clear majority 
is opposed to a state prohibition bil] and 
should such really be the case the house 
would throw away a great deal of the 
people’s vaiuable time in discussing the 
merits of such a measure. 

The house will find itself on meeting in 
Possession of a legacy. a curious relic of 
the last assembly, entitled, the tax bill. 
This ill-fated measure was left in trust 
with the governor on the demise of the 
last house with the provision that it 
shou:d be turned over to its successor in 
business. What disposition 
of this voluminous inheritance remains to 
be seen, but the prediction has already 
gone forth thag if the house wants te do 
any legislation of this kind it will he care- 
ful enough to initiate what it passes.

ex-Governor W. Y. Atkinson Was read in 
the presence of a largé number of friends 
of the late chief executive. The memo- 
rial prepared by a committee from the 
bar of the supreme court, every one of 
whom knew ex-Governor Atkinson per- 
sonally, was unusually interesting and 
impressive to those who heard it. Refer- 


kinson, the memorial said in part: — 

When the historian comes to chronic!s 
the story of his edministration of the af- 
fairs of state and to reccunt his course 
as a member of the legislative department 
of the government, it will be found that 
he measured up to the high duties of his 
pesition, and that his every act Was @n 
honest effort and patriotic desire to pro- 
mote the welfare of his state and coun- 
try. 

Governor Atkinson was at the time of 
his death a trustee and president of the 
bcard of trustees of the Girls’ Normal and 
Industrial college, located at Milledge- 
ville. This institution is the creature of 
his brain, and will be a lasting Monument 
to his interest in the education of the 
girls of the state. He also took a great 
interest in the state university, and was 
eeger that this institution should be sul- 
ficiently endowed to enable it to take its 
Place in the educational system »? the 
state as a university proper. He like- 
wise was a great friend of the common 
scheols, and While in the legislature and 
as governor did all in his pewer to perfe ‘t 
the laws relating to them and to increase 
their usefulness. 

He was the author of the bili to elect 
the comntissioner of agriculture by the 
people, a bill to place telegraph and cx- 
press companies under the jurisdiction of 
the railroad commission, 2 bill relative to 
the inspection of oils. whereby a large 
sum is annually saved to the state, a sub- 
stitute to the senate bill under which tpe 
present lease of the state road was made, 


assembly, actively assisted in the enact- 
ment and enlargement of the pension laws 
of the state so that no confederate sotdier 
or his widow need ever stffer for the 
recessities of life or become the inmate 
of a poorhouse. During his administra- 
tion as governor and pursuant to recom- 
mendation, the present prison commission 
was created and the lease of the states 
convicts effected, which has proven a 
great success both from the standpoints 
of humanity and finance. The state pa- 
pers of Governor Atkinson take rank with 
those of his illustrious predecessors and 
bear the imprint of the statesman an‘? 
t atriot. 

He gave the best years of his life to the 
state. He died poor. Had he used his 
powers In business lines, he no 
doubt could 4 and would have 
amassed a considerable fortune, but 
his private interests were unl- 
formly sacrificed for the publie service. 
Although there may be some who dia 
not agree with his politics, his honesty of 
purpose has never been assailed. His 
ideas were high and lofty and to attain 
these was ever his purpose. For those 
who disagreed with or opposed him, he 
bore no resentment; to his friends he was 
faithful and true. 

He was a man of decision, nerve and 
backbone. When his mind became settled 
on a given line-of action no power on 
earth could swerve him from what he 
considered to be the line of duty. Many 
years ago Governor Atkinson united with 
the Presbyterian church at Newnan, and 
was a member in good standing until 
his death. Among his fellows in private 
life, he was ever the gentleman, consid- 
erate. courteous, kind. In his family he 


dulgent father. While physically he was 
did a wonderful amount of work, and his 
power of endurance was remarkable. 

During his public life but few men, ff 
any, equaled him in their influence upon 
legislation and in moulding the policies 
of the state. He died in the meridian of 
life. ere the turn has been made to the 
western horizon. His short life, full of 
usefulness and honors, stricken when it 
seemed he could be most usefui to his 
family, his friends and his country. Who 
will say, however, that his death was 
untimely ? May we not rather 
say that “that man should be 
regarded as happy. even when 
death claims him, whose past has 
been made luminous by high purposes, by 
earnest, noble work and by honorable 
deeds? A life thus consecrated to the 
welfare and service of mankind cannot 
be said to have had an untimely end, 
come when it may.”

The board of health was to have met 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
entering into the hearing, and during 
the morning notices of the meeting were 
issued. During the day, however, it was 
discovered that the board of police com- 
missioners intended meeting last night, 
and because the presence of the mayor 
was desired at the session of the board 
or health, it was decided to postpone the 
hearing until this afternoon. 

Chief Lowry has now been absent from 
his desk at the city hall for several 
weeks. He was allowed time in which 
to prepare a defense to the charges 
against him and has been engaged in 
this work since he was relieved from 
duty. 

There are several rumors concerning 
the chief and his position, but last night 
he refused to make a statement. It is 
impossible to announce any of them os- 
itively. It appears to be the generally 
accepted idea, however, that Chief Lowry 
will tonight tender his resignation to the 
beard of health. It is believed that he 
will do this if the board first withdraws 
the charges. 

If that is not done, it is said that he 
will make a fight and in the event he is 
exonerated, of which he appears confi- 
dent, he will tender his resignation im- 
mediately after the trial. 

it is said by the wise ones at the city 
hall that Councilman J. §S. Holland, who 
at present represents the third ward inp 
the city’s legislative body, has been slated 
for the position of chief of the sanitary 
department, but the councilman  an- 
nounces that he does not know this to be 
true. He states that he has been ap- 
proached by s@veral of his friends who 
have suggested that he make the race 
for the position, but so far he has done 
nothing more than allow the use of his 
name by those who would like to see him 
at the head of the department.

He said he did not know of another 
offer, but he believed Mr. Wilson could 
have the place if he would take it. 

It is also stated that council will Ig 
asked to adopt an ordinance increasing 
the salary of the chief of the sanitary 
department in case either Councilman 
Holland or rM. Wilson is elected to the 
prospective vacancy. It is proposed, it 
is ssaid, to increase’ the pay to $2,500 
from the present figure, which is $1,500. 

Mr. Smith announced last night that he 
had always been in favor of increasing 
the pay of the chief. He announced that 
he thought heads of city departments 
should be well paid and especially so 
responsible a position as the chief of the 
sanitary department. 

The charges against Chief Lowry are 
well known. The laborers of the depart- 
ment signed a complaint to the board, 
in which they stated under oath that 10 
cents a.week had been taken from the 
pay of all of them. This money was 
used as a burial fund for members of 
the department. They said that a com- 
paratively small amount had been paid 
the undertakers and that the chief was 
unable to make a statement as to the 
amount he had on hand. 

Chief Lowry replied by producing fig- 
ures showing that the laborers owed 
him about $6. 

His friends are confident that he will 
be exonerated by the board, but there 
is nevertheless considerable interest in 
the hearing which is scheduled for this 
afternoon.

INVITATIONS WERE SENT° RAILROADS 


Five Have Replied Announcing Their 
Willingness To Discuss the Pro- 
posed Improvement. 


The viaduct plans are being pushed to 
completion and it is now believed that 
before many weeks have lapsed the 
citizens of Atlanta will witness the be- 
ginning of work on an improvement for 
which The Constitution began a fight 
more than two years ago. 

Last week the mayor issued letters to 
railroad officials asking them to meet 
him in his office next Thursday morn- 
ing for a discussion of the plans for the 
viaduct. The officials have replied and 
nearly all of them have announced 
their willingness to talk over the matter 
with the city. 

The discussion will probably be upon 
the plans now being drawn in the office 
of City Engineer Clayton, who has been 
at work with the assistant city en- 
gineers, W. T. B. Wilson and W. T. 
Wilson, since the survey of the site of 
the proposed improvement was made 
about one week ago. The plans are be- 
ing worked upon daily and it is believed 
they will be ready for inspection by the 
railroad officials next Thursday morn- 
ing. 

The replies received by the mayor from 
the railroad men do not state what are 
thelr ideas concerning the viaduct, as 
they doubtless desire refraining from an 
expression of their views until they meet 
for a discussion with the mayor. In ad- 
dition to the chief magistrate it is prob- 
able that other members of the munic!- 
pal government, certainly the chairman 
of the finance committee of council, Coun- 
cilman J. W. Pope, will be present to 
participate in the meeting with the rail- 
road men. 

The railroads, it is said, have all along 
been in favor of the Whitehall street 
viaduct. They recognize it as a death 
trap, it is said, to the thousands of citi- 
zens who daily pass over, the present 
grade crossing, and they are anxious to 
avoid endangering the lives of the people. 
The railroads also desire the additiona! 
yard room that the erection of the via- 
duct would allow them and they realize 
it would save them valuable time in 
making up their trains and bringing 
them into the depot. 

The railroad men who have announced 
their willingness to discuss the situation 
with the mayor are: 

J. S. B. Thompson, 
railway; J. W. Thomas, 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, lessee 
of the Western and Atlantic; John M. 
Egan, president of the Central of Geor- 
gia; T. K. Scott, president of the Geor- 
gia railroad, and George C. Smith, of 
the Atlanta and West Point. 

The meeting will doubtless be very in- 
teresting and will probably be attended 
by a number of those who are interested 
in the proposed viaduct. 


GLUCOSE BARREL EXPLODED. 


Pedestrians on Pryor Street Were 
Frightened by Accident in Block 
Factory Yesterday.

At shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon people on South Pryor street 
in the vicinity of Alabama, were startled 
by the loud report of an explosion on 
an upper floor of the Block cracker fac- 
tory, followed immedfately by a shower 
of glass from a window broken by the 
concussion. The bits of glass scattered 
widely in their descent and a dozen pass- 
ers-by were struck or narrowly missed 
being hit by them before they were fur- 
ther shattered on the flagstones. Smoke 
was seen issuing from the rear third 
story window and the crowd of two or 
three hundred people that quickly con- 
gregated below thought for a minute or 
two that the big building was on fire. 

The cause of the noise and smoke was 
the explosion of a glucose barrel being 
steamed for the purpose of getting the 
remnants clinging to~-the sides of the 
barrel. The barrel exploded with terrific 
force, as was evident from the effect 
on the window, and the workmen who 
were steaming it had a close call from 
bodily injury, if not death.

The proposition of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company to furnish lights and 
the Steam Heating Copany to furnish 
heat for the police barracks was read two 
or three months ago and-laid on the ta- 
ble. Afterwards it was referred to a spe- 
cial committee, composed of Commission- 
ers Patterson, Johnson and Fex. That 
committee reported last night, Chairman 
-atterson stating that the committee had 
unanimously reported in favor of closing 
the cogtract with the company.

SON INCREASE 


Uuarterly Report of Prison Com- 
mission Is Filed 


PRISON FARM IS PAYING 


Report from Milledgeville Shows the 
Sale of the Farm Products Has 
Gone Over $20,000—The 
Institution Is Self - 
Supporting. 


The amount due the state from the hire 
of convicts for the quarter ending Octo- 
ber Ist, is $50,316.53. Should the next 
quarter, ending January 1, 1901, call for 
practically the same revenue, the income 
of the state for the year from the leasing 
of convicts will amount to over $200,000 

The quarterly statement of the income, 
prepared yesterday by the prison com- 
mission, shows that the 2,000 penitentiary 
convicts are leased to fourteen compa- 
nies over the state, engaged in various 
lines of business, from coal mining and 
brick manufacturing to the manufacture 
of naval stores. These fourteen lessees 
are all with whom the state has any deal- 
ing, while a number of these original les- 
sees, sublease for considerable profit, a 
part of their convict labor. 

The largest individual lease at the pres- 
ent time is that of James W. English, Jr., 
whose indebtedness to the state for the 
quarter just ended amounts to $11,938.53. 

While the prison commission, under the 
new system, brings into the treasury 
from this source alone over $200,000, the 
expenses of the department will be con- 
fined to the appropriation of $120,000 made 
by the legislature. In extraordinary ex- 
penditure, over $20,000 of the appropria- 
tion has already been used, so that when 
the necessity for extraordinary expense 
no longer exists, the state can safely 
count on an average net income from the 
hire of convicts of more than $100,000.

What Prison Farm Has Done. 


Although the operation of the prison 
farm at Milledgeville began in April, a 
year ago, the first practical test of the 
experiment has been made during fhe 
spring and summer just closing. 

Just what has been accomplished this 
year from the employment of femaie and 
child labor igs shown in a report received 
yesterday from the manager of the pris- 
on farm. 

The produce of the farm has brought 
$23,005. The cotton raised has amounted 
to 220 bales, and while tus is still being 
held, it Would bring now, with the nm -ket 
at 10 cents, $10,000. One thousand five 
hundred Lushels of corn has brought 
$3,250; 2,000 wushels of wheat $2,000: 3,000 
bushels of oats $1,000, while ..u.e minor 
products bring the total up to the figures 
already named. 

The products of the farm have been di- 
versified and considerable revenue has 
come in trom tobacco, Georgia cane 
sirup, potatoes, peas, broom corn, hay, 
peanuts and live stock. 

The commission has recently’ spent 
$20,000 in the construction of a waterworks 
system for the place. This has come out 
of the annual appropriation. 

From the annual report of the commis- 
sion to the legislature, it will be seen that 
not only has the prison farm been a suc- 
cess from a humanitarian standpoint, 
but that it is already self-supporting and 
will even yield a net revenue to the treas- 
ury of the state.

New York, October 8.—Trading on the stock 
exchange today was marked by a revival of a 
consicerable bear party, whose activities were 
argressive and persistent. Their efforts to 
depress prices were contested Fy the specula- 
tive holders of long stock, who were success- 
ful last week in lifting prices in spite of the 
various unfavorable factors which developed in 
the situation. The conflicting forces at work 
were reflected In a feverish and irregular 
movement of prices. The marked denletion of 
banking reserves revealed by the Saturday 
bank statement had the effect of unsettling 
epecv'ative opinion. There was a constant va- 
riation between apprehension over a contrac- 
tion of money supply and the prospect of re- 
lief by import of gold. The convicticn be- 
came pretty well settled as the day progress- 
ed that gold would move from London toward 
New York this week. The market for for- 
elgn exchange fell feverishly by sucessive 
stages throughout the day and demand sterling 
closed a full cent in the pound below Friday's 
level, which was the last day of active busi- 
ness in the exchange market. This price is 
within a small fraction of the level yzenerally 
agreed upon as offering a profit on imports of 
gold at the present price of gold and rate for 
money in London, and is probably within the 
limit that would allow the special transactions 
which generally precede a regular gold move- 
ment in a straggling fashicn. Owing the 
temporary abundance of money in London on 
account of government financial operations and 
receipts of gold from India in payment for 
silver, discount rates continue to fall there 
and offer no resistance to the pressure for 
gold. Without future Cemard to support the 
exchange market, the flood of cotton bills 
which continue to appear in the market. in- 
Sures a movement Fither of gold, which only 
a sharp advance in fcreign discount vates 
Will serve to check. Such a ‘contest for gold 
as would thus be pripitated, even if it re- 
ftulted in favor of New York, might not be an 
altogether reassuring circumstance for spe? 
lators, as the forcing of liquidation in 
eign markets might have a reflex action 
Hier.ce the unsettlement of the speculative 
mind today, in spite of the prospect of gold 
imports. There was also an appreciable nar- 
rowing of the mo-ey. supply oftering in New 
York. The prevailing rate held at 3 per cent 
for call loans and ran up to 3% per cent dur- 
ng the afternoon, but the higher rate brought 
an abundant supply to fill the small remain- 
ing requirement and the rate raa off to 2% 
per cent. The interio! movement of currency 
ecntinues unabated. With the exception of a 
beriod of strength in the iron and steel stocks, 
led by Tennessee Ccal and Colorado Fuel, the 
reactionary theory was predominant, and che 
leading stocks were off from 1! to 3 points.
